With 
this handsome remuneration for their services, it was sage economy for 
the company to permit the men to pay Si each for having their eyes ex 
amined so that they might be “fired" in case the test proved them to 
be deficient. 
You see, nothing should be permitted to tend to cause the 
dividends of the company to fall below 12 per cent on 
stock 
watered 
only to the extent of representing twice the original investment.

ISLAND DISASTER 
GROSSLY EXAG­ 
GERATED 


San Francisco. March 6.—Tho 're ­ 
ported loss of from 300 to 10,000 lives 
and destruction of $5,000,OOO in prop­ 
erty on Tahiti and neighboring islands 
Is not believed by those who are in 
business communication with the isl­ 
and. 
The report that the natives of 
Tahiti have had their groves swept 
away and are facing starvation is de­ 
nied by F. S. Samuels, secretary to 
John D. Spreckels, president of 
the 
Oceanic Steamship company. Samuels 
says that Ole cocoanut groves are lo­ 
c a te iii flic higher portions of tile isl­ 
and and were nat reached by tile tidal 
wave which destroyed the custom house 
anil postoffice. 
“There has boon no serious 
dam­ 
age.” said Samuels. 
“At least, tiiere 
has been none in Tahiti, aud the re­ 
port that the inhabitants 
must face 
starvation is absurd. Some of thesmall- 
er islands possibly were swept over, but 
there are few hitman beings on any of 
them, and most of them are uninhab­ 
ited. Of course, we cannot say if peo­ 
ple who did not live on these islands 
were lost. as our information conies 
only from Tahiti.”
